1 havo referred to this 
accident ocfore, ai:A probably by refer- 
ring to it again now thoso few who 
did boliovo it will go over to tho ma- 
jority, but I can prove it by two physi- 
cians, both of whom sot my log, and a 
third physician who reset it about a 
week Jutcr when my bed fell down. 


1 was jllaccd on a cheap bed aud tin 


extension put on tho leg—that is, a 
pieoo of adhesive plaster was put on the 
solo of tho foot, and to this a cord was 
attached which passed up ovor tho foot 
of tho bod uud ovor a pulley to a couple 
of flat irons which kept my limb pulled 
out to its full capacity all tho time 
when tho bono was knitting, Ono day I 
heaved a sigh, and as I did so tho bed 
foil with aloud report, leaving my foot 
iu tho air.

Kow It Is Done at tho Ellerslie Stock 


tnrin—Another Plan Kccommended. 
Tho importarjco of saving every drop 


of liquid manure is generally conceded, 
but how to handle, it with profit re- 
mains a question. 
Farmers who have 


built tanks Riperieuco trouble because 
the pumps clog with the thick sediment. 
H. JI. Cottrell, writing to Rural Now 
Yorker from tho celebrated Ellerslio 
stock farm, tells that he lias had tho 
best experts iu this lino •' looking for n 
pump that will prove satisfactory for 
moro than two years, and they cannot 
find ono. Largo steam pumps will do 
tho'work, bnt they ars too expensive. 
Ho writes as follows: 
Wo absorb most 


of tho liquids. 
What is not absorbed 


passes through a thick bed of shavings, 
and then through a brass screen before 
it runs into tho cistern. 
We pnrnp it 


into tho spri:i.'.dcr with a common brass 
lined pump. Wo nso a brass lined pump 
becanso tho other kintls.^oou rust atid 
thoa will not work. 
Wo ESO a Studo- 


baker sprinkler fo.r distributing 
tha 


liquid manure. 
This is tho only kind 


\ve could fmd that would not clog. 


I do not favor this method of han- 


dling manure, and tho arrangement 1 
havo just spoken of is tho only thing in 
our Ellerslio barn that is not satisfac- 
tory- 
Tho pipes carrying tho liquid 


manure to the cistern aro always getting 
clogged, and it requires too much labor 
to pump tho manure out of tho cistern. 


Tho plan I would recommend is this: 


I would mako tho gutters behind tho 
cows with a very slight grade, not j 
over ono inch in 1UO feet run. 
I would j 


then keep tho gutters well filled with a i 
good 
absorbent, shavings, 
sawdust, j 


chaff or cut straw. Any of these will 
absorb nearly tho wholo of tho uriuo and 
will retain it so that tho ammonia does 
not escape aud taint tho air. Our cattlo 
aro kept in tho stable most of tho time, 
aud wo find it necessary to remove this 
material from the gutters onco a week. 
For tho small amount of urine that will 
net bo tiTSsorbed in the gutters I would 
continue tho gutters to the outside of 
tho barn aud havo it empty iuto a shal- 
low tank. 
I would half fill this tank 


with absorbents, and as fast as they 
becamo saturated haul them to tho field. 
Tho guttOx- leading from tho cows to 
tho outside tank should havo a hinged 
cover so that it may easily bo cleaned 
and wnshecl. 


lieo IMseax«rf. 


A new bc,o disease has made its ap- 


pearance in California and somo of tho 
other states. Tho brood dies iu tho colls 
in all stages of growth. 
Tho black or 


discolored larvra of all sizes and tho 
doad pupa? aro found scattered, often 
thickly, throughout the maturing brood. 
Professor A. J. Cook, at a California 
farmers' institute, told that his obser- 
vations and experiments led him to 
conclude that scant stores, too meager 
uourislnneut aud consequently imperfect 
nutrition caused tho mortality. Tho ob- 
vious suggestions aro moro caro and at- 
tention, more honey left in the'hives at 
, thoc'.osoof tho season, and careful at- 
' tontion and if necessary feeding i:i years 
of honey dearth. 


Bco paralysis, also called nameless 


disease, is atlracting attention. Iu tbis 
disease tlio imago, or immature bees, 
are tho ones that dio. Tho dead or e;i- 
feobled bees aro currictl by other bees 
outside, and thus tho ground in front 
of thu hives has constantly a mound of 
dead beos. Usually tho colony does not 
wholly succumb, but it is so weakened 
thatitproduces littloorno honey. Gen- 
erally tho colony recovers after a time, 
usually after tho bees havo replaced tho 
queen with a young One. 


Professor Cook thinks this last dis- 


easo comos from somo constitutional 
weakness of tlio queen which shows 
itself in debility of her progeny, tho 
worker bees. 
He has known in sovoral 


cases tho disease to soon disappear after 
tho queen was superseded, and ill other 
cases, whoro tho bees replaced their 
queen with a young, healthy one, tho 
tho disease soon vanished. 


Tho best advice which can bo given, 


in caso tho old bees dio off too rapidly 
is to see that the tecs havo abundance of 
food, and in case thai fails to bring re- 
lief try rcquccuing of all affected eolo- 


Canllllower In Winter. 


flow to put away cauliflower plants 


that havo not headed to keep for winter 
until they form heads is a perplexing 
problem with somo growers. 
Hero is a 


plan indorsed by Rural Now Yorker: 


Dig a pit of tho required size 2-^ foot 


deep. .Coinmenco at ono end with tho 
plants set as closely as they can ba plac- 
ed ar.d cover tho roots with earth. 
Cover with boards or sashes to keep out 
tho rain. If tho plants show the bud in 
tho least, they will develop perfect 
heads before spring. 
Of course the 


frame will nocd to bo lower on ouo 
side than tho other to carry off fho rains, 
and tho boards should fit closely. 
In 


oaso of severe cold, say whero tho tem- 
perature fulls below J5 degrees, somo 
mats or straw should fee thrown over 
the cover. They will keep aud head up 
through tho winter splendidly if set in 
the ground in ;\ piece o'.' woods and cov- 
ered with leaves to tho depth of six 
inches. 
Keep tho leaves from blowing 


away by Bomo brush. 


Shipping Fruit In Gas. 


An experiment is in process with ship- 


ping California fruit in carbonic acid 
gas. An ordinary car is made, airtight, 
with a /.ino lining. When filled with 
fruit, the gas is introduced. A condenser 
filled with tho liquefied gas will bo 
placed in tho car to supply any possible 
leakage. Growers who havo made tho 
test assort that if fruit is surrounded 
with this gas all decay aud deterioration 
aro arrested and tho flavor of tho fruit 
not impaired. Tho object is to save tho 
expense of refrigerator cars. 


FEEDING VALUE OF' ROOTS, 


Tim Addition of Koots to Ordinary Fodders 


If Attcuilcil With rnintublo Konnlte. 
Tho great majority of farmers in the 


northwest havo yet to loarn of tho real 
valuo of roots as a factor in winter feed- 
ing. Jlauy farmers havo been deterred 
from using roots because they do not 
possess convenient and proper bnrns'for 
storing and feeding them. Others have 
boe:j misled by assuming that a materi- 
al mudo up so largely of water, and con- 
sequently so small a proportion of dry 
matter, was an "expensive food to han- 
dle, and tbo results obtained did not 
justify the expense incurred in growing 
and handling the crop. Any one convers- 
ant with English 
agriculture . knows 


how important n placo roots hold in tho 
estimation of English farmers. ' Eoots 
form a very largo proportion of tho food 
fed to all classes of live stock, and the 
excellence of their animals is a good in- 
dication of thoir skill iu feeding. It is 
true that onr Indian corn crop in this 
country to a largo extent fills tho place 
of roots in England, but a great many 
feeders in this country havo rocoguiz- 
od tho importance of roots as a useful 
adjunct in the winter feeding of stock. 
F. B. JMnmford of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural collogo writes to Prairie Farm- 


er that roots may be grown and placed 
in the root cellar for from 3 to 5 centa 
per bushel. Tho above figures are sub- 
mitted after several years' experience, 
and ho believes any ono who will be- 
come thoroughly familiar with tbo best 
aud most economical methods of pro- 
duction can easily duplicate these esti- 
mates. 


Several experiments at the Michigan 


station have clearly indicated that an 
addition of roots to our ordinary fod- 
ders has invari.ibly been attended -with 
satisfactory results. In bulletins*, Mich- 
igan Agricultural college, aro recorded 
tho results of feeding roots to fattening 
lambs. In this experiment one lot of 
lambs received a constant grain ration 
of oats and bran mixed iu tho proportion 
of two pounds of oats to one of bran 
and were fed at the rate of ouo pound j 
per day and head. In addition to this j 
grain ration, they were supplied with 
all tho clover, hay and sugar beets they ; 
would eat. 
Tho lambs wero fed for 12 j 


weeks and gained, at tho rate of three i 
pounds per head a. week during the en- 
tire period. Tho average weekly con- 
sumption of food was as, follows: Roots, | 
80 pounds; grain, 7 pounds, and hay T ! 
pounds. The animals were at all times , 
in the host of health, and gained steadj- i 
ly from the first. This experiment indi- 
cates that by a liberal nse of sugar beets j 
lambs can bo fattened without tho use ; 
of :i heavy grain ration. 


Other experiments, under different 


conditions, have seemed to point to the 
conclusion that .the dry matter in roots 
was of ruorc valuo for feeding purposes 
than the dry matter in our common 
grains. 
Thoso and other feeding trials 


with roots mako it apparent that every 
farmer ought to grow somo roots at 
least, and by so doing add a cheap ancl 
efficient food to his present limited va- 
riety of materials. 


Com Hiirvcutcre In tlio Northwest. 
A Minnesota correspondent of Rural 


Now Yorker writes that it is difficult in 
tho northwest to get men who can cnt 
corn at all. 
Most farmhands hero have 


had no experience, and few can cut and 
shock a half aero per day. Ho writes: 
Farmers here need to grow jnore hood 
crops, and would grow moro corn but 
for tho bugbear of cutting and shocking, 
and wouU-1 welcome a machine which 
would cut and bind corn well at $1.25 
per acre, if not too costly. Tho success- 
ful corn harvester will not olovato, but 
will cnt, gather, bind and drop it in a 
standing position. All schemes for ele- 
vating it aro a waste of power. When a 
machine is devised which will do this, 
two rows can bo cnt and bound as well 
as one by a two borso team, us the 
power required 
is :iot great. 
There 


seems to bo no difficulty in cutting the 
corn with a sliding knife such ns is 
used on rho sled cutfers. 
Most of the 


machines brought out to cut and bind 
corn serin too complicated and costly 
aud aro evidently an attempt to adapt 
tho plan of grain harvesters to tho corn- 
field, instead of being original inven- 
tions.

friction. 
Better materials arc usiid, and 


tho workmanship upon them is better, 
weights to bo carried nro calculated more 
nicely, andx greater caro Ii exercised in 
operation, so thnt tho hot l;os Is not what 
it onco was. A man thoroughly familiar 
with railroading, who made not long ago 
n trip of 10,000 miles, which included 
points as far apart ns the City of Mexico, 
San l-'rancisco and Chicago, said that ho 
did not encounter a hot box until ho was j 
within 20 miles of New York en his re- j 
turn.
